The Hepublioan putty which was 


once all powerful in this State, has 
been rapidly going to pieces daring 
the decade now about to close. It ia a 
matter of considerable Interest, at this 
time, to note to what extent the people 
of Nevada have repudiated the gold 
cure offered by tbe Republican part* 
as a relief for Nevadas debilitated con- 
dition. 


In 1888, the Harrison electors re- 


ceived 7,088 votes, having a majority of 
nearly two thousand over the Cleve- 
land electors. This large vote was doe 
to a belief that the Republican party 
was honest in its declarations for sil- 
ver. But time proved that the party 
was untrue and so two yeara later, the 
Republican majority in this State had 
fallen from two thousand to about 850. 


Two years later, 1892, the righteous 


Indignation of the people swept the 
Republicans out of power in Nevada 
bj an overwhelming majority. In that 
year the Weaver aud Field electors re- 
ceived 7,264 votes to the Harrison and 
Reed electors 2,811, or a majority over 
the Republicans of 1,453. The next 
year, 1894, local questions cat quite a 
figure in the campaign, but Newlands 
received that year a majority of 5,790 
votes over Bartine for Oougresx, while 
the latter received 43 votes less than 
did the Harrison electors the campaign 
previous. In the following campaign, 
1896, tbe Republican party come near 
suspending business entirely in the 
State. In that year the Bryan and 
Sewall electors received 7,802 votes to 


1,017 
for tli3 McKinley electors, Bryan, 


therefore carried the State by more 
tbun B 4 to 1 majority. 


The foregoing figures show that in 


Ms'bt years, more than 87 per cent of 
the Republicans of Nevada abandoned 
their pm'5', or, whdt IB inoro strictly 
true, *lie liepnbliuau party of Nevada 
abandoned tbe principles supported 
by more than 87 per cant of its mem- 
bers. 


The decline of Republicaniem in 


Wushoe county, while not as great as 
that in most of the other counties, IB 
veiy marked In 1888, VVashoe county 
csat 9U3 votes for Harrison being a ran- 
jority of about 250 over the Cleveland 
electors. Four years latter, 1892, the 
vote lor Harrison was but 533, while 
288 votes were cast for Cleveland and 
834 for Wqavor, Two years ago 1,175 
votes were paet for Bryan electors 
while tbe tugboat McKluley vote was 
but 523. Thus it will be seen that m 
two Presidential campaigns tbe Re- 
publicans lost nearly half of their fol 
lowing. 


The question need not be asked, why 


thii revolt against the Republican 
party in this State and county, for 
everyone knowi that it is due to the 
fact that the Republican party is Ir- 
revocably opposed to the best interests 
of the people of this State and that tbe 
party has been untrue to its most 
solemn daolarations especially with re- 
ference to silver.

The next succeeding charge which 


we shall proceed to demolish is num- 
bered four. Mr. Woodbnrn, with par- 
donable forgetfulness, under the cir- 
cumstances, of the order of the num- 
erals, has permitted a hiatus to exist 
where in ordinary sequence charge 
three would be. 


Following is charge four : 
(4). In the political campaign of 


1892 you proclaimed on every stump in 
this State that the Bullion Purchasing 
Bill of 1890 was better than free coin-

As Mr. Woodbnrn begs this question 


by proclaiming that although Senator 
Stewart has emphatically denied ever 
having made any such statement, "such 
contemptible quibbling ought not to

The campaign of 1892 was the one 


which witnessed the inception and 
birth of the Silvnr party of Nevada. 
That election it carried everything be- 
fore it. The paramount issue was that 
both the old parties were insincere 


mine, and they rtionld in return secure 
Lyon nntil inch a time as his interest 
could be adjudicated. 


It was agreed that the mine should 


be sold and that Senator Stewart 
should accompany Mr. Park to London 
to loolr after Ly on's interests. 


After arriving there and the pre- 


liminaries of a sale to English parties 
undertaken it was found necessary to 
have the Lyon interests represented. 
Negotiations had progressed sufficient- 
ly far to make it probable that a sale 
would take place. 


The proposed pnrchassrs had selected 


Prof. Billeman of Yale College to ex- 
amine the mine and he had made a 
favorable report. The time for the 
meeting of the Senate was drawing 
near and it was necessary for Mr. Stew- 
art to return. Mr. Stewart therefore 
telegraphed for Mr. Lyon to come to 
London. When he arrived the situation 
was explained to him and he was re- 
quested to stay with Mr. Park until 
the transfer of the mine wss consum- 
mated. He was fearful that the sale 
would fall through and wanted Park to 
buy him out. Park declined to do so, 
and told him that he would do « great 
deal better to hold onto his interest 
and help him. Park had no definite 
arrangements with his co-stockholders 
at home and said that he had become 
involved in the undertaking and wanted 
a definite understanding with them if 
he had to stay there six months. That 
he did not want a suit for accounting 
after he had taken all the chances of 
negotiating a sale in the English 
market. He told Mr. Stewart that if 
he would go to New York, get the par-
